It soudns like an am bitious 
project, and it is—but 62-year- 
old J a m es W. Mcnhall of B en­ 
ton. III., has pulled off tough 
ones before and is confident he 
can do it again. 
Menhali has won a 10-year 


oil concession from the Syrian 
government, allowing him two- 
fifths of the country’s 
a r e a 
<22,100 square m iles) for in­ 
tensive drilling. He believes he 
can m ake Syria “ the biggest 
oil-producer in the world.” 
Menhali, who has a face like 
T rum an’s, a 
bow tie, and a 
$5 million bankroll earned the 
hard w ay, w as in New york 
this w eek to find collaborators 
on his long 
range 
plan 
for 
searching out Syria’s 
“ black 
gold.” 


He apparently w asn ’t having 
much trouble, and predicted: 
“ We'll he able to start drill- 
ing in two m onths.” 
In a 
green-and gold hot e I 
suite, sym bolic of his own su c­ 
cess saga, Menhali described 
his 
plan 
to lift Syria 
from 
poverty by lifting its stcrrcd-up 
oil from the earth. 
“ The Arabs are walking on 
black gold in Syria, and they’re 
barefooted,” he said. 
“ I was bom in that country 
of a poor fam ily and cam e to 


A m erica when I w as four. I 
didn’t know any Syrians here. 
so I com pletely forgot about 
m y 
hom eland . • . until 
14 
months a g o .” 
In D ecem ber, 1947, the Syri­ 
an governm ent contacted the 
chief of its United Nations d ele­ 
gation at Lake Success a n d 
begged him to track down a 
Syrian 
with 
a 
knowledge of 
oil, to dig the treasure under 
its asphalt deposits. 
Menhali w as sel e c t e d be­ 
cause of his 1,300 barrel-a-cJay 
oil production in Illinois, Ken­ 


tucky and Louisiana. 
When he w as asked to visit 
his native land, he at f i r s t 
thought he would decline. But 
when 
the 
trip 
w as 
finally 
made, he grew s e n t im e n t a l, 
cried a little, spent $125,000 on 
charities and travel exp en ses— 
and took the governm ent a s­ 
signment. It w as all w o r k e d 
out with State Departm ent ap­ 
proval and assistance. 
He agreed to take the con­ 
cession on the western two- 
fifths 
of the country, work on 


an authorised capital of HOO 
million and round up enough 
independent oil producers 
i n 
A m erica to invest for half that 
amount. 
The other 50 percent of the 
capital for the com pany, to be 
called the Syrian-Am er l e a n 
Oil and Gas Co., will be in­ 
vested by Syrian industrialists 
and businessmen. 
Now that Menhali 
has 
be­ 
com e a “ Syrian” again, in his 
own mind, he som etim es m ar­ 
vels at the econom ic jum p he 


m ade in A m erica, from tatter­ 
ed sweaters to imported tweeds. 
“ I grew up in Edgerton, III., 
selling newspapers and shining 
shoes,” 
he 
recalls 
Finally, 
he opened an autom obile a g ­ 
ency because a banker h a d 
faith in his salesm anship and 
backed him. 
Some years later he turned 
to inventing, and converted a 
telephone-pole digger into a n 
oil drill. 


“ That's when I started in the 
oil business,” he said. 
“ T h e 


drill had never dug below six 
feet. It had to go to 13.000— 
but no oil producer would let 
me test it. 


“ So I just naturally had to 
lease an oil field for the experi­ 
m ent.”

It used to be that when a m an died, hr 
was buried with prayers, mourned for by 
those he left behind, forgotten 
in due 
course. His family adjusted to a lite with­ 
out hun. Nowadays, often that is just the 
start of a lot of trouble for all parties re­ 
maining alive. 


The wurst offender is, of course, the 
Treasury, which. by Act of Congress, takes 
so large a share of what the deceased had 
^cumulated for his wife and children that 
the m isery in most cases is increased by 
disappointment and insecurity. Lawyers, 
accountants, 
trustees, 
public 
adm inis­ 
trators and other specialists seem to gang 
up on the family to split the take. 
Cemeteries used to he hallowed ground, 
associated with a Church. In the larger 
cities, the hallowed grounds are too few 
and the dead too numerous. So the owner­ 
ship of cemeteries, in too m any instances, 
has become private enterprise. And there 
is lots of mone> to be made in this busi- 


In New York state, which is no different 
from any other state, some of these private 
enterprises have taken advantage of all the 
emotions associated with death, and of the | 
general assumption that all cem eteries are 
hallowed, 
not 
commercial 
grounds, 
to' 
make neat fortunes. The attorney general 
ot the state, Nathaniel L. Goldstein, has de­ 
voted himself to decency and is being 
fought by a powerful and rich lobby which 
wants a law' 102 yea rd old to rem ain un­ 
changed, so that they m ay cash in on it. 
There are plenty of legislators who, for one 
reason or another, do not find abuse of the 
dead objectionable. 
The attorney general finds that some of 
these private owners sell 8 X 3 plots of 
ground for a hundred or a thousand times 
its value; that they neglect the grounds; 
that trust moneys are divided: that com* 
it sales; that m ort­ 
gages (certificates of indebtedness) are 
bought and sold; 
and there are other 
abuses too numerous for this short space. 
There seems to be a combination (perhaps 
in restraint of trade) between cemetery* 
owners. grave-m arkers, tombstone build­ 
ers and similar enterprises, so that they 
ail m ake money out of the business. 
Don’t ge* me wrong. Not ail the oper­ 
ators of pileate cemeteries are heartless, 
indecent people. What I am leferring to is
